The first combat troops from 
Europe, however, are not likely 
to reach the Pacific theater in 
much under six months. 

The first to go are service troops 
for they are needed to prepare the 
way for the flow of combat vet- 
erans who helpei defeat Germany. 

Besides the service units already 
on the move, others have been 
alerted, Brig. Gen. G. S. Eyster, 
acting deputy chief of staff, said. 

An occupation force estimated 
at 400,000 will be left in Europe. 

Plans Laid Last August. 

Preparations for the shift be- 
gan last August, Eyster said. 

Service troops already § are 
trained and mostly will go to the 
Pacific direct, but combat troops 
will need to be retrained and most 
will go through the United States. 

A readaption training command, 
hich will be in charge of a senior 
experienced battle general, al- 
ready is in this theater. The name 
pf the general cannot yet be dis- 
losed. This training will take 
ight weeks.

KILLING FROSTS HIT 
NORTH CENTRAL U.S., 
SNOW IN NORTHEAST 


Affected Area Covers Most of 
Illinois, Extending as Far 


South as Carbondale. 


CHICAGO, May 11 (AP).—Kill- 
ing frosts struck the north central 
section of the nation early today in 
the wake of a mixed snow and rain 


precipitation area which swept 
into the Northeastern states with 
snow up to six inches in depth 
reached at Montpelier, Vt. 

The Weather Bureau said today’s 
was the latest killing frost in the 
affected area in 28 years. Last 
night’s frost area extended as far 
south as Evansville, Ind., and Car- 
bondale, Ill., and covered most of 
Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and south- 
ern Michigan. 

Snow blanketed a large section 
of the New England coast and in- 
land and northern New York to- 
day. Northern New England had 
its most severe May snowstorm in 
25 years.

LUNEBURG, Germany, May 11 
(AP).—Six thousand American 
flyers have been liberated by the 
Russians at Barth on the Baltic, 
where the fleeing Germans left 
their prison camp in charge of 
the Missoula (Mont.) ace, Col.

The machinery for determining 
the guilt or innocence of the top- 
ranking Nazis awaits creation by 
the United States, Russia, Britain 
and France.

1. Trials under present plans 
wik be public, on the theory that 
these will prove the best lesson 
possible to convince the German 
people of their errors.

View of Commission. 

The War Crimes Commission, 
which has headquarters here, con- 
sists of 16 members, but Russia is 
not one of them.

GUAM, May 11 (AP).—Super- 
fortresses bombed Japan’s home- 
land three times today, striking at 
three industrial centers and at 
three airfields on Kyushu Island 
in a swift follow-up to yesterday’s 
400-plane B-29 raid. 

In today’s heaviest attack 100 to 
150 Superfortresses attacked the 
big Kawanishi seaplane plant on 
Honshu, between Kobe and Osaka. 
A smaller B-29 fleet blasted the 
Oita and Saiki air fields on 
Kyushu. 

The latest attack was aimed at 
the important cities of Miyakanojo 
and Nittigahara, and at the Mi- 
yaksaki airfield, all on Kyushu, 
southernmost of the main islands. 

Planes on the third raid en- 
countered an overcast and bombed 
by precision instruments. 

It was announced that all of 
the more than 400 planes partici- 
pating in yes ’s raid on 
oil targets in the. home 
islands returned to ‘ir bases 
in the Marianas. This was the 
largest force of B-29s ever sent 
against Japan. 

The Kawanishi plant, hit today, 
is one of the principal seaplane 
factories in Japan. Bombing was 
visual. Results were not yet made 
known. 

Two important Japanese aircraft 
works—Hiro naval aircraft fac- 
tory and Tachikawa engine plant 
—were damaged heavily by recent 
B-238 raids, reconnaissance photo- 
graphs disclosed today. 

The pictures show the Hiro fac- 
tory, five miles east of Kure on 
Honshu Island, was damaged 75 
per cent in one attack, that of 
May 5. On the same day, other 
Superfortresses caused 80 per cent 
roof area damage to nearby Hiro 
naval engine and turbine factory. 

The Tachikawa engine plant. of 
the Hitachi Aircraft Co. in the 
Fokyo area was 80 per cent burned 
out April 24. 

All major buildings of the Hiro 
factory were severely or complete- 
ly damaged with the single ex- 
ception of one building which ap- 
peared to have suffered three hits. 
Twenty-eight buildings sustained 
a total of 700,000 square feet of 
roof damage. 

In the same attack, 870,000 
square feet of the roof area of the 
Hiro naval engine and turbine 
factory was damaged. Several 
buildings of the nearby Hiro ar- 
senal were destroyed or damaged.

HENLEIN COMMITS SUICIDE 
AFTER GIVING UP TO YANKS 


‘Reported to Have Slashed Wrists—Sudeten- 
land Traitor Under Death Sentence 
by Czechs. 


| CZECHOSLOVAKIA, May 11 
| (AP).—Konrad Henlein, who be- 
‘fore the war delivered the Sude- 
_tenland to Hitler, committed sui- 


cide yesterday in a war prison 
camp. 

It was reported at an American 
corps headquarterr that Henlein 
Slashed his wrists with a razor 
| blade concealed under adhesive 
‘tape in a cigarette case, 
| Henlein was the Sudeten organ- 
_izer whose activities precipitated 
the Munich crisis and paved the 
| way for Hitler’s march into 
Czechoslovakia in 1938. 
| By taking his own life Henlein 
escaped execution by the Czecho- 
slovak government, He had been 
sentenced to death in absentia by 
a Czechoslovak court in 1938. 

Allied military authorities said 
Henlein gave Hitler an indirect 
service which enabled the German 
army to turn and 0break the 
‘French Maginot Line speedily. 
The Maginot Line was built along 
specifications used in the Czecho- 
slovak fortifications in the Sude- 
ten mountains. After annexation 
of the Sudetenland, German artil- 
‘lerymen and experts in special- 
ized weapons practiced many 
months developing a casement- 
‘smashing technique. 

Hal Boyle, Associated Press 
correspondent with the Third 
Army, quoted Henlein in a dis- 
patch yesterday as saying he 
_didn’t see why he should be re- 
garded as a war criminal. 

| “T’ve always been a man of high 
honor,” Henlein asserted. 

The 47-year-old former gymnas- 
tics teacher, immacultaely dressed, 
surrendéred himself and his sec- 
‘retary after calling off party 
plans for a last-ditch defense in 
the wooded hills and a grandiose 
scheme for organizing and finan-

Henlein was reluctant to discuss 
his activities as the Nazi Party’s 
No. 1 man here, and blamed ex- 
cesses on the S. S.—an organiza- 
tion which he insisted was com- 
pletely divorced from his own. 

Henlein said he was constantly 
at cross purposes with Heinrich 
Himmler, head of the §S. 8S. and 
the Gestapo. 


“IT told Himmler,” he said, “to 
let me do my own job in Czecho- 
slovakia. If left to myself I could 
have got the Czechs to understand 
German rule and to work with the 
Germans, but always there were 
orders from inside Germany—or- 
ders which did not recognize at'all 
the delicate state of relations. 
After all, my grandfather was a 
Czech and I understand the prob- 
lems. The S. S. wanted to rule by 
force and I wanted to rtle by 
peace.” 

Henlein disowned any connec- 
tion with “Heydrich the hang- 
man,” the German 8S. S. boss in 
Czechslovakia for whose assassi- 
nation the Nazis conducted a 
blood purge in Prague and de- 
stroyed Lidice. 

“There was nothing I could do, 
of course,” he said. “Heydrich 
was there under orders and I 
was under orders myself.” 

At the time of his surrender 
Henlein had hidden in his belt a 
smal] bottle of tablets marked 
with a skull @md crossbones, He 
indicated they were for consump- 
tion if he had been captured by 
Czech patriot forces. 

He dodged answering embar- 
rassing questions on his conduct 
of Nazi affairs in Czechslovakia 
and repeatedly observed—as have 
most captured Nazi officials— 
that he was “only a little man” 
bound to carry out his orders 
without question.

Chinese Army Spokesman 
Calls Current Fighting 
‘Prelude to General 
Counteroffensive.’ 


CHUNGKIMNG, May 11 (AP).— 
Chinese troops pushing back the 
Japanese on the 78-mile Hunan 
province front are fighting a prel- 
ude to a general Chinese counter- 
offensive,” an Army spokesman 
said tonight. 

An American Army communique 
described Paoching, the reinforce- 
ment and supply base for the 
Japanese on the ‘Hunan front, as 
a “burned out city” following at- 
tacks made on it Wednesday by 
100 United States Fourteenth Air 
Force bombers and fighters, The 
American planes dropped more 
than 100 tons of bombs. 

Earlier, a Chinese army spokes- 
man said that Chinese troops, 
supported by American planes, had 
surrounded a large number of 
Japanese in the area 40 miles west 
of Paoching. The now smashed 
Japanese drive had been directed 
at the American air base at 
Chihkiang. 

The spokesman asserted _ 
one third of about 80,000 enaémy 
soldiers employed in, the drive on 
the air base had been killed or 
wounded since April 9. A _ pre- 
vious estimate from Chihkiang 
was much lower. 
<A dispatch from Chihkiang, by 
Associated Press Correspondent 
Clyde Farnsworth, stated that in 
less than one month between 4500 
and 6000 Japanese had been killed 
as Chinese ground forces and 
American planes combined to halt 
the enemy offensive. 

“This slaughter was made possi- 
ble,” he wrote, “by vast improve- 
ment in air-ground collaboration, 
the details of which are secret, 
plus-a new fighting spirit among 
Chinese troops with whom the 
United States Army’s Chinese 
combat command is _ working 
closely, supplying tactical advice.” 

At the same time, Farnsworth 
added, Japanese air power has 
become almost non-existent. 

“It is a significant commentary 
on the waning Japanese air power 
that Japan should havé commit- 
ted between 20,000 and 25,000 
troops to the task of knocking 
out Chihkiang without being able 
to allocate any air support,” he 
said.

GUAM, May 11 (AP),—Super- 
fortresses carrying out the largest 
aerial mining blockade in history 
have “polluted” Japan’s Inland 
Sea and the Tokyo and Nagoya 
harbors with high explosives, Maj.

The Twenty-first Bomber Com- 
mand chief said nearly a dozen 
aerial mining missions had been 
carried out by the B-29s, each of 
which carried approximately 10 
tons of mines. 

Brig. Gen. John H. 
Piedmont, Cal., commands the 
Tinian-based B-29s mining the 
enemy waters. He personally led 
the first mission March 27. 

Operations have not been con- 
fined to the areas mentioned to- 
day. Mines have been dropped in 
all major ports of Japan, and par- 
ticularly in Shimonoseki Strait 
between Kyushu and Honshu is- 
lands, 

(An announcement by the Twen- 
tieth Air Force at Washington 
said India-based B-29s also had 
conducted smnine-laying missions, 
operating in the Singapore area.)

He sold Kentucky bonded bour- 
bon to wholesale liquor dealers at 


Bowles told a press conference: 
“Everything we do in OPA must | 
be directed toward making it pos- 
sible for American enterprise and 
skills to produce a record volume 
of high-quality goods at low prices 
and high wages... 

“Nothing will more _ surely 
amother the fires of inflation than 
an avalanche of civilian goods and 
services.” 

Bowles said it was his belief 
that there would be “few instances 
in which increases in retail prices 
above 1942 levels will be necessary, 
and in such instances the size of 
the increases will be _ relatively 
small.” 

“We must keep prices from get- 
ting out of control,” he continued, 
“and we must make certain that 
we avoid the kind of inflation and 
collapse that took place after the 
last war.” 

Factors Increasing Cost. 

Bowles acl.ncewledged, however, 
that “impertan* changes have 
taken place in tre factors affect- 
ing production costs.” 

Declaring thai in fixing price 
ceilings for these items it will be 
necessary to’ weigh increases in 
costs of raw materials and parts | 
and in labor costs he said: 

“If substantia: increases of this 
kind were tc be cisregarded, and 
reconverting manufacturers com- 
pelled to shou'der burdens they 
could not bea, the program for 
full employment and rapid recon- 
Ve.sion woul. be hindered. 

“Our job is tic heip this pro- 
gram, not to hircer it. We are not 
going to disreeard such cost in- 
creases ever. t2mporarily.” 

To carry out this policy, Bowles 
announced a pricing formula to be 
used on an industry-wide basis in 
determining whether’ increases’ 
above 1942 ceiling prices are war- 
Fanted. 

In a few cases, he added, further 
increases may be necessary for in- 
dividual firms. 

Bowles said OPA would consult 
s00n with wholesalers and retail- 
ers to decide to what extent they 
can absorb any price increases 
granted to manufacturers. 

Four Objectives in Pricing. 

OPA, Bowles went on, will have 
four major objectives in reconver- 
sion pricing: 

1. Prevention of inflation; 2, full 
production; 3, full employment; 4, 
the relaxation of price controls “as 
soon as inflationary danger disap- 
pears in each commodity field.” 

Manufacturers will be allowed 
to put 1942 price ceiling tags on 
their products without clearing 
through OPA. 

A streamline procedure also has 
been set up for small manufac- 
turers who did less than $100,000 
annual business in 1941 and expect 
Jess than that in the first year 
after reconversion. 

Such firms, if they need new 
ceilings, will calculate them on 
form to be supplied by OPA witb- | 
out waiting for announcement of | 
any industry-wide increases. 

Industry-Wide Formula. 

The industry-wide formula for | 
possible ceiling increases was de- 
ecribed by Bowles in this manner: 

“If a reconverting industry re- 
quests us to re-examine its prices, 
we will start with its costs and 
prices in the last period of normal 
production—usually 1941 or some 
part of it. We will take those 
costs and adjust them upward for 
two factors—lawful increases in' 
materials and parts prices, and. 
lawful increases up to this time 
in basic wage-rate schedules of) 
factory workers. 

“To the 1941 costs so adjusted, 
we will add, instead of the 1941 
profit margins, the more nearly 
representative peacetime margin 
received in 1936-39. 

“The excess of the resulting 
figure over 1941 prices will be ex- 
pressed in terms of an industry-, 
wide ‘increase factor.’ 

“This will be a percentage figure | 
by which an manufacturer in the, 
industry may increase his 1941) 
price. He will then compare the 
result with his existing ceiling— | 
usually his 1942 price. If the 1941. 
price, when raised by the use of) 
the increase factor, is higher than | 
the existing ceiling, the manufac- | 
turer can take the 1941 price as) 
his legal ceiling. Otherwise, his' 
existing ceiling will continue to 
apply.” 

In cases where manufacturers 
are bringing out new models, this 
same formula will be used to ad- 
just ceilings for the model last 
sold. Pricing methods for de- 
termining any additional adjust- 
ment will be disclosed soon, OPA

Gould was sentenced last Fri- 
day at Covington, Ky., across the 
Ohio River from his office, to six 
years in prison and with the Dowl- 
ing Brothers Co., one of the Ken- 
tucky distilleries he owns, was 
fined a total of $480,000 on a 48- 
count indictment citing as many 
black market transactions. He 
appealed, but was denied bail. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau in Washington declared 
the Treasury was still deeply in- 
terested in Gould’s income tax. 
In a letter to Attorney General 
Biddle he praised the work of 
United States District Attorney 
Claude P. Stephens in presenting 
the evidence which convicted 
Gould. 

“Gentleman’s Agreement.” 

Stephens told the Post-Dispatch 
that Gould was the biggest black 
market liquor operator yet brought 
to book. But the Government’s 
inguiry has merely “scratched 
the surface,” he added. 

From a luxurious suite in the 
heart of the Cincinnati business 
district, Gould carried on his 
racket. Orders sent to his distil- 
leries were promptly filled and 
paid by check at ceiling prices. 
But the Government proved there 
was a catch in the form of a 
“gentleman's agreement.” 

Evidence showed that under this 
agreement wholesalers paid Gould 
in cash the difference between the 
legal price recorded in the dis 
tilery books and the actual sell- 
ing price. They would repair to 
a suite in the Carew Tower, where 
Gould’s name was woven into ex- 
pensive rugs, and hand over their 
tribute, often in $1000 bills. 

Fond of $50 and $100 Bills. 

The broker would stuff the cash 
in a big, old-fashioned safe. Afraid 
that $1000 bills might engender 
suspicion, he often exchanged them 
for $50 and $100 bills, his favorites. 

Harry B. Bergman, a teller at 
the Fifty-third Union Trust Co., 
testified he had frequently changed 
from five to 20 $1000 bills in one 
day for Gould.

Consumer Paid the ‘Lug.’

$268,000 in One Overcharge. 

One wholesaler, it was estab- 
lished, paid him $617,000, including 
a secret $278,000 black market 
markup. Another purchaser told 
of paying him $523,000, of which 
$268,000 was an illegal overcharge. 
The Government showed that a 
Chicago firm with an extensive 
Midwest distribution paid $450,000 
above ceiling prices. 

How many retailers throughout 
Missouri have been affected still 
is a matter of inquiry.

RICHMOND, Va., May 11.—An 
intensive examination of leading 
figures and concerns, and various 
other persons, in the shrinking 
utility empire of Harrison Wil- 
liams, liew York financier, has 
been ordered in the effort to re- 
cover large sums of money from 
the former Williams-dominated 
management of the bankrupt Cen- 
tral States Electric Corporation. 
John Foster Dulles, New York 
lawyer, a principal adviser of the 
American delegation to the United 
Nations conference at San Fran- 
cis-- and foreign affairs adviser 
last year to Gov. Thomas E, Dew- 
ey, is among those ordered ques- 
tioned in the Central States af- 
fairs. Another is Williams, board 
chairman and chief figure in 
North American Co., whigh con- 
trols Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri. Central States, largest 
stockholder in North American, 
was formed by Williams as the 
base of his utility empire. Itonce 
carried its assets at 350 million 
dollars, but later was unable to 

meet its funded debt. 
72 Persons, Firms Called. 

An order directing a total of 72 
persons, firms and corporations to 
testify in the action by the Central 
States bankruptcy trustees to re- 
cover assets was signed here 
Wednesday by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Robert N, Pollard, The 
Court authorized the trustees, Carl 
J. Austrian of New York and Rob- 
ert G. Butcher of Richmond, to 
conduct the examinations before 
referees or special masters of 
United States District Court at 
New York and to start ancillary 
proceedings in New York and else- 
where in connection with this step. 
Subpenas are being issued now. 

Early examination of the Wil- 
liams group and others is neces- 
sary, the trustees reported to 
Judge Pollard. They said the ex- 
amination would “facilitate a re- 
covery on substantial causes of ac- 
tion and a reorganization” of Cen- 
tral States. 

North American Co. and its fa- 
vorite New York banking firm, 
Dillon, Read & Co., are among 
those to be examined, also North 
American Securities Corporation, 
known as NASCO. A Securities 
and Exchange Commission brief 
in the Central States matter last 
year said that during the 1920s 
“Williams, through a personally 
owned company, NASCO, boosted 
the market value of the common 
stock of North American by con- 
ducting manipulative trading ac- 
tivity on the New York Stock 
Exchange. NASCO, from May, 
1924, to October, 1928, bought some 
121 million dollars of North 
American common stock on the 
New York Stock Exchange. These 
purchases amounted to approxi- 
mately 20 per cent of the total 
stock exchange purchases from 
1924 through 1927. 

“Of the stock thus purchased 
NASCO sold over 90 per cent off 
the exchange to small investors 
throughout the country in a man- 
ner designed to lessen the likeli- 
hood of the return of this stock 
to the market. ... This activity fol- 
lowed a well-known manipulative 
pattern in which strong buying 
support is furnished to the stock 
exchange market, while the com- 
pensating sales are handled off the 
exchange, where they will not de- 
press the exchange price.”

Among others on the list for 
examination are the following: 

Sullivan & Cromwell, North 
American’s New York law firm, 
headed by Dulles; Atlas Corpora- 
tion, a top unit in the dwindling 
utility chain of Flod Odlum of 
New York; New Empire Corpora- 
tion, a top holding concern which 
Williams owned outright; James 
F. Fogarty, chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive and Finance Committee of 
North American; Herbert C. Free- 
man, North American vice presi- 
dent; Robert Sealy of Miami 
Beach, Fla., former treasurer of 
North American, who directed the 
investigation of the mysterious 
real estate deals in development 
of the Illinois Terminal Railroad's 
Louis terminal; Goldman, 
Sacha Trading Corporation, which 
figured prominently in Williams’ 
Central States operations, and 
Goldman, Sachs. & Co., New York 
banking firm; Lehman Bros., New 
York bankers; Touche, Niven & 
Co., accountants,

They are: Rubber Re- 
serve Co., Metals Reserve Co., De- 
fense Plant Corporation, Defense 
Supplies Corporation and Disaster 
Loan Corporation. 

“This action,” he told reporters 
in a statement, “does not mean 
that their important war work is

Senator Murray at Jeffer- 
son City Session, Confi- 
dent of Agency ‘Ulti- 
mately.’

JEFFERSON CITY, May 11.— 
Organization of a Missouri Com- 
mittee for a Missouri Valley Au- 
thority, in the interest of establish- 
ment of an MVA and a compre- 
hensive program for development 
of the Missouri River Valley, will 
be completed at a two-day State- 
wide meeting which opened here 
today. 

Conforming to wartime travel 
and convention restrictions, the 
meeting was limited to about 50 
representatives of the numerous 
organizations and groups interest- 
ed in the MVA program and pas- 
sage by Congress of legislation 
creating the necessary authority 
for over-all development of the 
Missouri Valley. 

Murray Confident. 

United States Senator James E. 
Murray of Montana, author of the 
MVA bill now pending in the 
United States Senate, who will be 
the. principal speaker at the con- 
ference tonight at Hotel Gover- 
nor, expressed confidence today 
in ultimtae adoption of the legis- 
lation, 

“IT think that by the time the 
bill reaches the floor of the Sen- 
ate,” Senator Murray said, “there 
will be a general recognition in 
the country of the need of a pro- 
gram of this kind, to help bring 
about the expansion of industry 
and business in the postwar pe- 
riod.” 

The organization plans being 
worked out today for the pro- 
posed Missouri Committee for 
MVA eall for organization of 
county and local committees with 
the same objective, co-ordinating 
the work of these local commit- 
tees, collecting wnd disseminating 
information, co-operation with 
similar organizations in other 
States of the Missouri Valley and 
with a regional organization, if 
one is created. 

The plans also call for assist- 
ance by .hese organizations in the 
assem ling of facts and testimony 
to be presented to Congressional 
hearings on MVA legislation. 

Tucker Presiding. 

Prof. Raymond R. Tucker of 
Washington University, St. Louis, 
chairman of the St. Louis Com- 
mittee for MVA, is presiding over 
the conference. Principal speakers 
in «addition to Murray, include 
Thurman Hill of Washington, na- 
tional chairman of the Friends of 
the Missouri Valley; Benton J. 
Stong, editor of National Union 
Farmer; Judge Leif Erickson of 
Montana, president of the Mon- 
tana MVA Association, and F. V. 
Heinkel of Columbia, president of 
the Missouri Farmers’ Association, 

Organizations represented in the 
conference include the St. Louis, 
Kansas City and St. Charles Coun- 
ty Committees for MVA, the Mis- 
sourl Farmers’ Association, Mis- 
souri Industrial Union Council

GERMANS FIGHT 
IN BOHEMIA TO

Fourth Ukrainians, driving into 
Bohemia from the east, captured 
more than 20,000 | in the early 


stages of the offensive. Marshal 
‘Rodion Y. Malinovsky's Second 
Ukrainians attacked Woehler’s 
troops, apparently trying to hold a 
corridor south of Prague for the 
escape of Germans toward Amer- 
ican lines. His troops took 8000 
by early reports. 

A large group of Germans was 
in flight, apparently trying to 
reach American Third Army lines 
before giving up, scurrying through 
a narrowing escape gap between 
Prague and Caslav, 42 miles to the 
east. 

Fanatical German pilots in 
Czechoslovakia were reported to 
have used their last fuel to bomb 
a concentration camp where Jews 
were interned. 


Eduard Benes, president 0 
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Czechoslovakia, returned to 
Prague. 

In Austria, Marshal Feodor I. 
Tolbukhin’s Third Ukrainian Army 
mop-up squads linked with the 
British Eighth Army west of Graz. 
More than 23,000 Germans from 
Woehler’s army group surendered 
to him, Moscow said. The Rus- 
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sians said they had advanced 120 
miles without a fight.

casualties through Wednesday to- 
taled 38,857 killed, an increase of 
2322 in two days’ fighting. Ameri- 
can casualties through Monday 
were 16,425, including 2684 dead, 
in ground fighting. 

Under clearing skies, Japanese 
aircraft resumed their attacks 
late Wednesday and early yester- 
day, damaging two fleet auxili- 
aries off Okinawa. Six Japanese 
planes were destroyed. 

Associated Press correspondent 
Vern Haugland reported from Oki- 
nawa that R. Adm. Lawrence F. 
Reifsnider’s flagship escaped a 
Japanese suicide pilot’s attack by 
only a few feet and that another 
pilot narrowly missed another 
ship. Neither vessel was dam- 
aged. 

(The dispatch did not identify 
Reifsnider’s flagship. His last an- 
nounced command was of trans- 
ports. 

(The Japanese Domei news 
agency claimed in a _ broadcast 
yesterday that Japanese suicide 
planes Wednesday “heavily dam- 
aged” a United States auxiliary 
aircraft carrier of "large size” 
off Okinawa.) 

Japanese also bombed Yontan 
airfield on Okinawa, but the 
holes they blasted in a runway 
were repaired in two hours. Ma- 
rine pilots downed four of these 
attackers. 

The Navy’s heavy ships shelled 
Japanese fortifications a fifth 
successive day, l.nocking out pill- 
boxes, gun emplacements, motor 
transports and breaking up troop 
concentrations in rear areas, 

Carrier and Marine planes also 
supported ground forces, concen- 
trating on Japanese moving to the 
front from rear areas, 

The northern three-fourths of 
Okinawa is con3idered so secure 
that cortrol of that area: was 
passed* to militarv government 
officials with Maj, Gen. Fred G. 
Wallace as isiand commander. 
The United States is caring for 
135,000 Okinawa civilians in that 
secured area, 

Nimitz reported that 69 Japa- 
nese were killed on Iwo in the week 
of April 29-May 5 and 57 captured, 
for total enemy casualties there 
of 23,244 killed and 1038 captured.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—Rich- 
ard R. Nacy, Jefferson City bank- 
er, has been appointed executive 
assistant to the chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, 
Chairman Robert E, Hannegan an- 
nounced today. He replaces Wil- 
liam M. Boyle Jr. of Kansas City, 
who was secretary to President 
Truman when Truman was a 
Senator. 

Hannegan, who will succeed 
Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker on July 1, will retain the 
Democratic National chairman- 
ship. Nacy, Hannegan said today, 
would be in charge of the com- 
mittee’s routine operations and 
would consult Hannegan on policy 
iquestions. He took charge of 
party headquarters in the May- 
flower Hotel today. 

‘Nacy’s appointment brings an- 
other Missourian and a friend of 
Truman and Hannegan into the 
administration. As the executive 
assistant he will be in close touch 
with party affairs throughout the 
nation. He is a former State Treas- 
urer and long has been active in 
Missouri politics. During the 1944 
presidential campaign he was in 
the National Committee’s New 
York City headquarters. He has 
the reputation of being a smart, 
resourceful practical politician, 
and while he did not publicly op- 
pose the governorship “steal” in 
Missouri, he is reported to have 
advised against the attempt to pre- 


ent Forrest C. Donnell from tak- 


ing office. 
| The committee announcement 
today said that “it was because 
'of his outstanding work in the 
presidential campaign, as well as 
his intimate knowledge of prob- 
lems and situations in the various 
states throughout the country, 
that he was selected for his pres- 
ent assignment.” 

Nacy’s appointment was under 
(consideration before President 
Roosevelt died. Last December 
Hannegan tried to get Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau to 
appoint him an assistant secretary, 
but was rebuffed. At that time 
Nacy said that he was not seeking 
any poltical post. 

Nacy was in Washington about 
two weeks ago for a conference 
with Truman. On his return to 
Jefferson City he attended a pri- 
i vate off-the-record dinner to an- 
nounee ‘to Missouri Democratic 
leaders that Truman and Hanne- 
gan wanted Senater Frank P. 
Briggs of Macon returned to the 
Senate in the 1946 election. 

Nacy is 49 years old, and has 
been active in American Legion 
affairs. He began his polit- 
ical career as County Clerk of 
Cole County, and was elected 
State Treasurer and served until 
1937. Since that date he has been 
executive vice president of the 
Central Missouri Trust Co, in Jef- 
ferson City. He was one of the 
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UNRRA NOT AUTHORIZED 
TO FEED REICH, SAYS LEHMAN 


NEW YORK, May 10 (AP).—Di- 
rector Herbert H. Lehman says 
the United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration is not 
authorized to assist Germans and 
is not planning to supply food to 
Germany. 

Lehman sent a telegram from 
Washington clarifying the 
UNRRA's position in operations in 
enemy or former enemy arenas as a 
result of publication ofan Ass@ 
clated Press dispatch from Paris 
May 5 which he felt implied that 
it was planned to supply food to 
Germany. This is not the case. 

“If and when the UNRRA feeds 
|Germany it will do so only upon 
the decision of the majority of the 
members of its council, each of 
which has one unit of voting pow- 
er,” he said. 

UNRRA has approved no meas- 
ures that would provide relief to 
other than United Nations nation- 
als, stateless persons, or victims of 
political or racial persecution in 
Germany, Lehman said. 

A dispatch from Paris to the 
Associated Press says that the 
UNRRA is supplying no food to 
Germany and there are no known 
intentions to do so. Allied mili- 
tary government officials have 
charge of the rationing. The Ger- 
mans must supply their own food, 
out of stocks on hand or from 
crops to be gathered.

The ability of the United States 
to put two armies on widely sep- 
_arated battlefronts on equal terms 


\with enemy forces fighting on 
their home grounds is a demon- 


stration of scientific strength that 
no other nation has been able to 
make, Dr. Arthur H. Compton, 
‘new chancellor of Washington 
University, said last night. 

. Dr. Compton, who was Nobel 
‘prize winner in physics in 1927, 
spoke before the annual dinner 
‘meeting of the Engineers’ Club of 


St. Louis. The meeting at Hotel 
Jefferson was attended by 850 
‘members and guests. 

| “War has shown the greatness 
of American science,” Dr, Comp- 
ton said. “It is the field of knowl- 
.edge that furnishes the sinews of 
'war—the strength that makes us 
great, 

_ Doesn't Always Make Us Happy. 
| “Science does not necessarily 
make us happy, but it does make 
us great. Some of the most star- 
tling scientific advances have 
-been as the result of wars, and 
‘the industry of today is the result 
of scientific advances of yester- 
| day.” 

Rapid changes in the methods 
of living and the tools of life are 
a relatively new thing in -human 
‘history, he continued. - Develop- 
‘ments have been particularly fast 
in the last two generations, he 
said, discoveries during that pe- 
riod being about equal to discov- 
eries for the entire preceding era 
in the history of man, 

Trying to Live Under the Past. 


“We still have some kinks in 
our system of life as a result of 
these rapid changes,” Dr. Compton 
added. “We aren’t used to them 
‘yet, and we are still trying to live 
under the system that was perfect- 
ly satisfactory a century ago. 
“One thing that brought about 
the present catastrophe is the fact 
that national boundaries are no 
longer sound: What was sound a 
century ago is unsound now, and 
we will have to change our idea 
of political boundaries. 

“Science is making co-operation 
among the nations of the world an 
absolute necessity, and as such is 
forcing the formation of a single 
world rather than a group of na- 
tions or continents. Science leads 
to specialization rather than self- 
sufficiency, and as such makes 
Man a social rather than an in- 
dividual animal. During a war, 
individual industries co-operate, 
and the entire nation is co-ordinat- 
ed. If this doesn’t happen the na- 
tion loses. Eventually the same 
thing must happen throughout the 
world.” 

fan’t Slow Down Science, 


There has been some discussion 
of the advisability of slowing sci- 
entific advances for the good of 
humanity, but this, he said, is im- 
possible because it merely gives a 
competitor or an enemy the oppor- 
tunity to force ahead. The differ- 
ence between freedom and slavery 
is the ability to beat the enemy to 
the development of new and better 
weapons or manufacturing proces- 
ses, he added. 

“This may be a _ co-operative 
world, but it is a competitive one,” 
he concluded. “The nations that 
will survive are the ones that de- 
velop scientifically. We have de- 
veloped a society in which people 
need an education. 


“The war, with science used for 
avoiding extermination, is the 
negative goal of science. The posi- 
tive is its use to increase the ca- 
pacity of every individual and to 
help develop the powers each has. 
If there is anything that has been 
learned from this war, it is that 
selfishness doesn’t pay.”

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Canada Proposes Voice in Council 


Decision for Any Nation Supplying 
Troops for Use Against Aggressor 


Suggestion Gets Support of Several Non- 
Major Powers — Agreement Among Big 
Five Reported Near on Trusteeships — 
Argentina’s Chairman Arrives.

HE United Nations conference appeared today to be developing 
a strong bloc of smaller nations determined to win themselves 
greater authority over the proposed use of force to prevent fu- 
The issue is comirg sharply to the fore in conference 


committees considering amendments to the Dumbdrton Oaks plan 
for world peace organization as it was drawn up by Britain, China, 
Russia and the United States in Washington last fall. 


Miguel Angel Carcano, acting 
chairman of Argentina’s delega- 
tion, reached here today, and the 
official roster of the conference 
stood complete, with 49 nations 
represented. He is Argentine am- 
bassador to London. Oscar Ibarro 
Garcia, new Argentine ambas- 
sador to the Unted States pre- 
ceded Carcano by a few hours. 

Here are the top developments 
in the conference proceedings: 

1. Prime Mimister Macken- 
zie King of Canada told a com- 
mittee on functions of the se- 
curity council, which is the ex- 
clusive, powerful core of the 
proposed organization. that any 
nation whose troops were to be 
used against an aggressor should 
be permitted a voice in the 
council’s decision to take force- 
ful action. Mexico and New 
Zealand indorsed this idea and 
Australia and several others are 
backing the prizciple. 

2. New Zealand suggested 
that the proposed world assem- 
bly of nations—to which the 
Dumbarton QOuks plan would as- 
sign little authority—should 
have the right to approve or 
reject any security council 
action. This is bluntly opposed 
by the big powers. 

3. A Cuban proposition that 
the security ccuncil be enlarged 
from 11 member nations, pro- 
vided under Dumbarton Oaks, 
to 14 or 15, was debated in the 
committee on the council yes- 
terday, but a decision wes de- 
layed pending further study. 


U. S. Group Deadlocked. 


The same genera] issue of the 
council's powers was tied into the 
behind-the-scenes dispute over re- 
gional security arrangements 
which has split the United States 
delegation. 

Senator Vandenberg promised 
the regional arrangements com- 

ittee last night that an Ameri- 
can plan would be drawn up as 
s00n as possible, and the delega- 
tion scheduled another. discus- 
sion today. 

Behind the United States dead- 
lock is increasing pressure from 
Latin America for an independent 
security system in this hemi- 
sphere. This is reportedly opposed 
by those delegation members who 
contend that if the world security 
council is to have any chance of 
#uccess it must be given full pow- 
ers to act anywhere in the world. 


Near Trusteeship Unity. 

On another big conference issue 
—how to govern the former enemy 
territories of both world wars— 
the Big Five powers appeared to 
be steadily approaching an agree- 
ment. Russia and China yester- 
Gay submitted trusteeship plans. 
These, like that of the United 
States, would provide for creating 
strategic trusteeships over Pacific 
islands and other places having 
military importance. France in- 
tends no plan of its own on this 
subject, and the British are re- 
ported nearing agreement with the 
United States contention that 
strategic areas need special treat- 
ment in order to allow their de- 
velopment as army and navy 
bases. 

Russia was reported to have 
tossed a potentially explosive 
proposition into the committee on 
trusteeships last night. This would 
commit the United Nations to the 
principle that colonial peoples 
should be assured of eventual in- 
dependence—which could become 
a hot point of debate for empire 
nations. 

American officials had hoped to 
avoid discussion of colonial ques- 


tions here and to limit the whole 
problem of dependencies to that 
of setting up machinery for con- 
trolling former enemy territories. 

The conference committees 
which only this week had buckled 
down to work on amendments to 
the Dumbarton Oaks plan are 
working swiftly over the 22 
changes submitted jointly by the 
United States, Britain, China and 
Russia. One adopted yesterday 
fixed advisory qualifications for 
nations to be elected by a general 
assembly of all United Nations to 
the security council. 

Dumbarton Oaks provides there 
should be six of these elective 
places on the council, on a rotating 
basis, in addition to the five seats 
to be held permanently by the 
Big Five powers. The amendment 
now adopted states that thése six 
countries may be chosen (1) ac- 
cording to their ability to help 
maintain world security and (2) 
according to their geographical 
locations. 

Britain originally presented this 
amendment to the other Big Four 
nations to establish only the quali- 
fication of military powers, United 
States delegates argued that would 
eliminate from the council all the 
small countries, including many 
in the western hemisphere... They 
succeeded in watering the British 
proposal down to the point of 
making it advisory and in insert- 
ing the geographical qualifications 
as well. 

Although the small countries 
sought to throw restrictions over 
the broad powers which the world 
security council would have under 
the Dumbarton Oaks plan, British 
Foreign Secretary Eden empha- 
sized another of the Big Four 
amendments which would give the 
council specific authority to recom- 
mend peaceful means of settlin 
disputes. . 

To back this up the council 
would be able to make a threat of 
using force, provided a particular 
dispute appeared to endanger 
peace. Eden praised this peaceful- 
means amendment at a press con- 
ference as a “forward step.” 

Some reporters got an impres- 
sion that Eden meant a change 
had been made in the Dumbarton 
Oaks plan. The British informa- 
tion service, in a clarifying state- 
ment, said that what he means was 
that no great power which was 
party to a dispute could veto a rec- 
ommendation for settling that dis- 
pute. 


Differences With Russia. 


Some differences between the, 
other powers and Russian contin- 
ued to crop up inside the confer- 
ence. The latest came over a:Rus- 
sian proposal to have representa- 
tives of a World Trade Union Con- 
gress, a nongovernmental organi- 
zation, sit with the conference 
committee studying means of so- 
cial and economic co-operation 
among the nations. 

The committee voted 25 to 3 to 
admit the observers along with 
representatives of the Internation- 
al Labor Office, a semiofficial or- 
ganization which was linked to the 
old League of Nations. Then the 
Steering Committee in a hastily 
summoned session vetoed the ac- 
tion by a vote of 33 to 10. Secre- 
tary of State Stettinius, Steering 
Committee chairman, said this was 
done because the only observers to 
be admitted here are those with 
Government-connected agencies. 

CIO President Philip Murray 
protested in a statement accusing 
the United States delegation of re- 
sponsibility for the trade union re- 
jection step.

Allies May Try Axis Organizations

The proposition was reported to 
be receiving favorable considera- 
tion from representatives of Brit- 
ain, Russia and France assembled 
here for the United Nations Con- 
ference. Presumably it was taken 
back to Moscow by Soviet Foreign 
Commissar Molotov. 

Acting as the representative of 
President Truman, Judge Samuel 
I. Rosenman worked with Secre- 
tary of State Stettinius in discus- 
sing the program with Foreign 
Ministers and their aids. 


The State Department disclosed 
the plan, which calls for organiza- 
tion of an international military 
tribunal to try the major individ- 
uals and organizations accused 
of atrocities and war crimes in 
Europe. 

State Department officials said 
that presumably the Nazi party or 
any of its adjuncts—and conceive- 
bly the German Army—could be 
charged before such a court with 
War crimes. If the organizations 
were convicted, the members then 
would become subject to penalties. 

Thus, if the German &. S. organ-

ization were found guilty, its indi- 
vidual members might be _ sen- 
tenced to hard labor in reconstruc- 
tion work in Russia, France and 
England. 

Such an arrangement would give 
court backing to use of Germans to 
rebuild what they had destroyed. 

President Roosevelt, Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and Premier Stalin 
agreed at Yalta to exact repara- 
tions in kind from the Germans.

Air “orce, Doolittle said, “we de- 
liberately intended to precipitate 
large-scale air battles.” 

One. of the highlights in the 
history of the Eighth Air Force 
was its campaign against German 
oil production, which Doolittle de- 
scribed as “a continuing contest 
between bombardiers and German 
reconstruction battalions.”

Double-Talk on Mandates 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 11. 

One would need the thread of Ariadne to 
grope through the labyrinthine maze of techni- 
calities that surrounds the question of interna- 
tional trusteeships here in San Francisco. Even 
so clear and direct a spokesman as Comdr. Har- 
old Stassen seems guilty of diplomatic double- 
talk as he attempts to interpret the subject for 
the press. 

Of course, no one knows as yet what the final 
answer of the conference will be. Up to the 
present, the debate over international trustee- 
ships has been a British-American show, with 
wide divergence between the two powers. Now 
that the conference has reached what one mem- 
ber of the United States delegation calls “the 
small-nations phase,” perhaps considerations of 
humanity and democracy will play a greater part 
in the discussion than they have up to now. 

It is natural for both Britain and the United 
States to be thinking of international trustee- 
ship in terms of security, though the heavy, al- 
most elephantine, emphasis on this phase seems 
ironic to a degree at a conference devoted to 
the ideal of peace and harmony. But what about 
the human beings, the peoples in the mandated 
territories; what about the specific guarantees 
of the Atlantic Charter; what about the Four 
Freedoms; what about self-government, proper 
representation of subject peoples and guarantees 
of civil and religious rights in the regions? 

These matters are very hush-hush. Despite 
the fact that the old mandate system was very 
badly abused, there seems no hope as yet that 
the new mandate system will be any better. If 
some proposals that have been made are adopted, 
it will be worse. The old mandates will remain 
as they were, and the mandatory powers will 
probably not even be called upon to give an 
account of their 25-year stewardship. 

There is no assurance that the people in the 
mandated territories will be given guarantees 
of civil and religious liberty, except, of course, 
in so far as the broad general statements of the 
new charter may be applicable to them. 

There is no promise that the peoples of the 
mandated territories will have a voice—even a 
small one—as to how they will be governed. Of 
course, there is some pious talk about demo- 
cratic tutelage, but it is carefully not specific. 
There is no provision for removing territory 
from a mandatory which grossly abuses its trust, 
unless such behavior might lead to a threat to 
world peace. The offender is subject only to 
“moral suasion.” 

Article 22 of the League of Nations Covenant 
describes mandates as “a sacred trust of civiliza- 
tion.” Exactly the same phrase is being used 
here by the British with regard to trusteeships. 
Great phrases should be exemplified by great 
deeds. As yet, in the international-trusteeships 
debate, no human warmth can be felt, none of 
the genius'of democracy can be discerned. 
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House Resolution 31 

Representative Estes Kefauver’s question-pe- 
riod plan is formally before the present House 
as Resolution No. 31, and Senator Fulbright of 
Arkansas has introduced it in the Senate as well. 
From ex-Justice Byrnes down, practically every 
recent doctor for the ills of the national legis- 
lature has recommended it as a useful way to 
provide executive and administrative members 
of the Government opportunity to explain their 
policies to the gentlemen on Capitol Hill. 

We hope this proposal will get to the floor of 
both bodies, and be examined on its merits. 
While an obviously excellent prgposal, it isn't 
an urgent one, and that is one reason it didn't 
get very far last time. We agree with the 
Baltimore Sun that “this time its merit ought 
to move both houses to early action.” 
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If Dr. Goebbels’ career of geo-mendacity really 
has come to an end, what could be so appropriate 
for an seca as just a simple ‘“‘Here Lies’? 
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A Hitler Tip From Shaw 

If Adolf Hitler died, where does his mortal 
shell repose? If he lives, in what place of mod- 
est retirement does he reside? George Bernard 
Shaw, who has soothsaid true more often than 
most, had a rather positive vision on the latter 
subject. Even as Wilhelm Hohenzollern spent 
his twilight years at Doorn, said Mr. Shaw last 
July, Adolf Hitler will “wind up in the vice- 
regal lodge in Dublin. Of course.” 

There have been speculations that a live Hit- 
ler might turn up in Japan, in Spain, in Argen- 
tina or, minus the moustache, in Chicago. But 
has anybody thought of following Mr. Shaw’s 
advance tip and checking on Dublin? It’s true 
that the Fuehrer’s arrival there might embar- 
rass Premier De Valera, who accepted the theory 
of his death so thoroughly as to send condolences 
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and order .official mourning. Still, he might be 
persuaded to abandon his grief in return for 
the privilege of entertaining the Fuehrer in per- 
son. But a resuscitated Hitler shouldn't expect 
to find many other Irishmen who either mourn 
his passing or would welcome his presence. 
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Why Exempt Housing? 

In the shoes of Roy E. Buren, whose letter we 
print today, few could maintain his philosophic 
resignation. The price of used.clothespins, a 
tiny thing, is controlled. The price of a house, 
which is terribly big to most people, is free 
to go as high as the traffic will bear. Such 
unequal treatment is unfair to everyone who 
sells anything at controlled prices, and ceiling- 
priced merchants have a squawk coming. 

It is also unfair to people whose incomes are 
under controls, as most incomes are. Few wage 
rates and salaries have gone up more than the 15 
per cent allowed by the Little Steel formula. But 
in spite of added depreciation amounting to at 
least $900, houses which could have been bought 
for $6000 just before the war are selling at 
$8000 (or more). That is a real price increase of 
$2900, or 57 per cent. The lack of real-estate 
price control is responsible for that disparity. 

No one likes to buy in a market so inflated; 
it is like giving a couple of thousand dollars 
away. No one would buy at such prices if there 
were any escape.’ But people must have shelter, 
and the control over rents makes owners prefer 
to sell. And the 90-days-notice-to-vacate rule, 
good in itself, causes desperately needed houses 
to stand vacant lest a chance to sell be lost. 

Yet Congress is apparently planning to dis- 
regard OPA’s plea to include real estate in the 
renewed Price Control Act. Why? Does any 
Congressman entertain the delusion that the 
housing shortage and inflationary danger will 
not continue several years? We cannot believe 
anyone is that ignorant. Then how shall one 
explain why the most necessary thing anyone 


‘can buy, and the most expensive most of us will 


ever buy, is exempt from inflation controls? 
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For More Development Money 

Unless the State Senate increases the $112,180 
the House has allowed for the State Department 
of Resources and Development in the next fis- 
cal year, the department's activities will have 
to contract sharply. That would be a mistake, 
for this agency is devoted to the important busi- 
ness of promoting industry, fostering aviation 
and increasing tourist and recreational business, 
especially for the benefit of smaller communities 
which cannot maintain their own agencies. 

Because the department was founded only 18 
months ago and has had a hard time finding per- 
sonnel, achievements to date are necessarily 
limited. However, it has made a good start 
compiling resource data and is already helping in 
negotiations between Missouri communities and 
prospective industries. Its most conspicuous 
achievement is the airpark being built in co-op- 
eration with Eldon, which puts Missouri at the 
head of the country in a promising field. 

Meanwhile, other states are not idle. Others 
of less wealth spend far more on development, 
and have been doing it far longer. It is pos- 
sible to carry such effort beyond its real worth, 
but Missouri will clearly make the opposite 
mistake unless the modest $219,760 requested is 
allowed. Among states, as among individuals, 
rewards are to the informed and aggressive.

Democratic Demobilization 

The Army said last Sept. 6 that, upon the 
end of the European war, it would announce 
point credits for the four factors which will 
determine the order of the veterans’ release. 
That promise was kept in the discharge plan 
made public yesterday. The military authorities 
deserve thanks for acting with dispatch. 

In planning the partial demobilization, the 
Army soon concluded that it would be better to 
select individuals rather than units. But when 
it came to choosing among GI Joes, it was not 
easy to evaluate the credits to be given for dif- 
ferent types of military service. Therefore it was 
determined to ask the soldiers themselves. Ex- 
perts went into the field to get a cross-section 


of the sentiments of the men, both here and: 


abroad. The selective service in reverse now 
starting on a major scale has been shaped to 
accord with the men’s own views. 

When first announced, the general plan seemed 
both fair and democratic, and the new point 
system reinforces this view. All men who have 
the required 85 points are in line for discharge, 
provided, as. Gen. Marshall has explained, that 
transportation is available and they can be re- 
placed for the war in Asia. 

Both soldiers and their families, eager as 
they are for speedy action, can be satisfied with 
the fairness of the Army’s plan.

Germany under Hitler committed the worst horrors history records, 
of witness of prison-camp atrocities declares; despite their pretense of 

ignorance, the people share the guilt; they must never have the 
slightest chance to’arm for attack on civilization again, he warns.

Cruelty is deeply embedded in the human 
character and has stained every race and 
every age. Tamerlane built his mountain 
of skulls and the righteous have slaugh- 
tered dissenters. But the world has moved 
-—-or we thought it had—since the ages 
when it was the accepted practice of the 
conqueror to butcher or enslave a popula- 
tion. 

One of humanity’s few gains through the 
centuries has been the cultivation of mercy 
and the repression of our native cruelty. It 
has become angessential part of being civil- 
ized. But under Hitler, Germany has com- 
mitted the worst horrors history records 
and invented new ones, and on a scale 
which dwarfs all previous crimes. 


I say Germany has committed these hor- 
rors, because the German people as a whole 
share Hitler’s guilt, though already they 
are hastening to disclaim it. 


Calculated Mass Murder 


If it were in only one or two camps that 
prisoners were starved and worked to 
death and humiliated, tortured and wan- 
tonly murdered, or in only one or two vil- 
lages that housefuls of people were burned 
to death, we might lay such atrocities to 
perverted individual commanders and ex- 
tenuate them as exceptional. But in camp 
after camp we find the identical picture 
down to the last grisly detail. 

What we have here is a gigantic applica- 
tion with characteristic Teutonic thorough- 
ness of a deliberate national policy—calcu- 
Yated cruelty, mechanized mass murder. 

The motives are obvious: the extermina- 
tion of races which Hitlerian “philosophy” 
classified as inferior, and the enfeeblement 
of Germany’s neighboring peoples. It is 
the hideous consummation of the Herren- 
volk myth which the Germans accepted 
gladly. 

Those of us who have seen these camps 
and their ghastly dead and dying would 
not have believed that men—and women— 
in this age could commit such cold-blooded 
horrors. Before our invasion of Germany, 
most of us had depreciated stories of these 
atrocities as touched up by propaganda. 


But what we have seen with our own eyes 
confirms every dreadful story and adds 
frightful details we had not heard—the hu- 
man vivisection laboratory at Buchenwald, 
for instance, and the lamp shades the com- 
mandant’s wife had made from human skin 
and sent as gifts to her friends. 


Must Be Long Remembered 


Our troops broke through the German 
lines so fast that the Germans had not al- 
ways time to remove their prisoners or 
destroy the evidence. Thousands of our 
soldiers have seen these things and have 
gone on to further battles with a new cold 
hatred. Delegations of responsible people 
have seen the evidence themselves, 

Writers have tried to describe these 
things, but words cannot describe them 
and, even if they could, there are details 
too filthy to be printed anywhere. Photog- 
raphers have sent pictures so horrible that 
no newspaper normally would use them, 
but they were less horrible than the reality. 

It is well that the stories be told and re- 
told, and that the photographs be seen by 
all the world. It must know and remember 
the character of the enemy we have over- 
thrown, and make sure that that enemy 


never again can gain the strength to per- 
petrate more horrors. 

It must keep these things In mind as it 
attacks the problem of what we are going 
to do with this mentally and morally sick 
people we have conquered. 

Let us not forget Buchenwald and Nord- 
hausen and scores of other camps our men 
have liberated out of hundreds large and 
small which the Germans maintained. 


Germans Must Have Known 


The question suggests itself of how much 
the German public knew of such atrocities 
—how much blame can be placed on the 
average citizen. One thing is certain al- 
ready: we shall find very few Germans 
who will admit any such knowledge and 
fewer still who will admit any responsibil- 
ity whatever or show any penitence. 


Millions of men, women and children 
were victims of Nazi cruelties. It is im- 
possible, even in a country without real 
newspapers and with secret police listen- 
ing at every keyhole, that some parts of 
the truth were not whispered about until 
they became general knowledge. And these 
camps surrounded only by barbed-wire 
fences and standing beside public high- 
ways Were perfectly visible. Long caravans 
of wretched prisoners were moved from 
camp to camp, too, and must have been 
seen at such times. 

Then there were the thousands upon 
thousands of SS officers and guards 
trained in brutality who administered these 
campg and applied the tortures, They and 
their deeds must have been known in some 
degree to their associates outside, 


The hardest person to find in Germany 
now is a man or woman who was a Nazi 
by conviction. When a Nazi cannot suc- 
cessfully deny his party membership, he 
almost invariably insists he joined the 
party only because it was necessary in or- 
der to keep his job. He will vie with you 
in condemning the party’s policies. Yet we 
who knew Germany before this war saw 
with what satisfaction and ardor the aver- 
age German cheered Hitler’s bullying 
threats to the rest of the world. 


People Were Brutalized 


There are decent, kindly Germans, I 
know, for occasionally Germans have been 
kind to me even since we have been at war. 
But there are too few such Germans to 
weigh against the evil and cruel. 

The German’s most conspicuous trait, 
aside perhaps from his plodding industry, 
is his sheeplike docility, his craving to obey 
somebody. The Germans themselves will 
tell you that the German will obey any or- 
der. And it is by reason of this docility 
that Germany’s evil masters have been 
able to brutalize so much of the population. 


Perhaps in time this new barbarism can 
be bred out of them. But if so, it will be 
a difficult process, lasting for generations. 
Those of ug who have seen Buchenwald 
and Thekla know that until that doubtful 
process is completed, no slightest chance 
must be given to the Germans to arm once 
more for another assault on civilization.

“Time for Planning,” by Lewis L. Lerwin. (Barper

Internationa! planning that wil! bring the 
peoples of the entire world a New Deal is 
a pretty big undertaking, but this author 
thinks it can be done. 

It might be said in the beginning that 
planning is not, as may be suspected, a cur- 
rent fad or a hand-me-down thought from 
Soviet Russia, but is ag old as the hills. 
When a boy enters college, he is planning 
his future, When big corporations organize 
a combine, they are merely planning to fix 
prices, limit production and swell profits. 

Economic planning on an international 
scale, therefore, is essentially not a new 
method of co-ordinating and balancing pro- 
duction and distribution.

The goal of all nations just now Is to im- 
prove their economic opportunities -and 
thus raise their standards of living. 

It is gradually dawning on the more for- 
tunate and powerful nations, says Dr. Lor- 
win, that they cannot forever maintain an 
exclusive privileged position in the world. 
Hence, they must in some way share their 
good luck with the rest of the universe, or 
continue to fight wars, which bréng de- 
struction and deterioration all around. 

The question, however, is not that of 
making all countries equal, but to narrow 
the range of differences to make them less 
unequal, and especially to provide all peo- 
ples with real opportunities for further ad- 
vancement. 

Therefore, these five international com- 
missions are suggested to put into opera- 
tion the initial plan for a new world order: 
Relief and Assistance Commission, to pre- 
vent starvation and alleviate distress; 
World Economic Organization, to promot 
economic expansion; International Colonial 
Administration, to plan for the economic 
development of colonies; Permanent Peac 
Conference, to deal with problems of t 
torial boundaries, national minorities and 
primarily to reduce armaments; World 
ucational and Recreational Center, to fF 
mote closer intellectual ties among nations.

20 MILLION USED WITHHOLDING 
RECEIPTS AS TAX RETURNS 


WASHINGTON, May 11 (AP).— 
The Internal Revenue Bureau said 
today that about 20 million tax- 
payers used their withholding re- 
ceipts as income tax returns this 
year. Theoretically, about 30 mil- 
lion taxpayers could have used 
the simplified withholding . re- 
ceipts.

i | HE HOKN BLO AT MIDNIGHT,” at the FOX 
Theater this week, is an original, fresh, and in all 
other respects thoroughly excellent comedy, well worth 
your attendance both for the laughs you'll get from it and the 
lift it provides your imagination, 
Directed by Raoul Walsh, with a screen play 
by Sam Hellman and James V. Kern on an idea 
by Aubrey Wisberg, “The Horn Blows at Mid- 
night” concerng a number of efforts on the part 
of “Higher-Ups in the Front Office” in Heaven 
to bring the earth to judgment.

First of all, no sooner does he arrive at the hotel, in 
an absolutely hilarious scene involving the stealing of the 
hotel's elevator (“when they steal an elevator out of a hotel, 
I've seen everything,” says the hotel manager, Franklyn 
Pangborn), than he’s spotted by a couple of former, or “Fallen,” 
angels, Allyn Joslyn and John Alexander. Joslyn and Alex- 
ander, sent to earth to blow the trumpet before Benny, suc- 
cumbed to temptation and elected not to blow. Outside of a 
few “twinges” once an hour on the hour, they've been doing 
fine here, They decide, for their own protection, to corrupt 
Benny. 

They hire Reginald Gardiner and Dolores Moran to do 
the corrupting. Gardiner, an English product, ig one of the 
slickest high-class crooks you ever saw. Dolores is a great 
big beautiful doll who looks as though she'd melt if you 
applied a lit match to her, Other people would, of course, 
as all you intellectuals know, burn if you did that to them: 
Their scheme to steal the trumpet from Benny works, with 
a little extra help provided by Mike Mazurki. Kibbee, when 
he sees what's happened to his emissary, sends his personal 
secretary, Alexis Smith, down to earth to help Benny get 
back the trumpet and blow it the following midnight.

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Work That's Ahead in Your Garden

When Ground Dries, Be Sure to Break Up Crust -- Correct Seed Spacing 


GREEN, velvety growth is 
A sivins a strange appearance 

to many St. Louis gardens. 
Maybe you have seen a similar 
effect along the cool, dam, banks 
of a stream. Don’t worry. The 
growth does not necessarily mean 
that the soil has gone sour. It 
is just a sign that the soil is 
practically saturated, its air spaces 
water-filled to the surface an its 
temperature below normal for the 
season. 

As soon as we get that long 
overdue warm weather it will dis- 
appear. But remember, saturated 
soil is likely to dry with a crust 
that more or less puts a lid over 
the soil and keeps it from return- 
ing to an aerated, sponge-like 
mass. As soon as possible you 
should break up the crust. 

Maybe your favorite tool for this 
job is the victory garden cultiva- 
tor, which has from three to five 
claw-like fingers on a long handle, 
You quickly catch on to the tech. 
nique of using it shallowly -or 
deeply. A word of caution, how- 
ever, is that unless you are ,ex- 
perienced with this tool, don’t use 
it close to the plantings. It may 
go out of line and tear up some of 
the seedlings. For close-up work, 
my favorite is the heart-shaped 
hoe. It is curved just right for 
safe soil-loosening. 

Cultivating is a two-in-one job. 
It kills off young weeds as well as 
loosening the soil. It is important 
to get the weeds when they are 
young. Otherwise you disturb the 
root systems of the vegetable 
plantings and may seriously affect 
their production quotas. 

Speaking of competition for 
precious soil nutrients, are your 
vegetables the right distance 
apart in their rows or are they 
jammed against each other? 
Crowding is a sure sign of a 
novice gardener. Though many of 
the vegetable seeds must be sown 
somewhat more closely than the 
plants should stand later on, 
“thinning” is the answer. 

Here are a few facts on proper 
distances for best results. Carrots 
should stand at least an inch 


apart when the true, ferm-like 
leaves are about two inches high. 
A few week; later, the second 
thinning will present you with 
tasty, pencil-thick carrotlings that 
are nutritious and delicious, This 
will leave the remaining stand 
two or three inches apart for full 
carrot development. 

Spinach will grow into large, 
full bunches if you thin when 
about 2% inches high to give each 
plant three inches of row. Let- 
tuce grows straggly and has lit- 
tle flavor or crispness unless you 
give it space to “bunch.” That’s 
for the leaf varities like Black 
Seeded Simpson, which do their 
best about three inches apart. 
Heading varities need at least 
a foot of row space apiece. 

Maybe, by next season, beets 
won’t have ‘the tendency to 
“clump” along the rows. You 


kuow, several beet seeds are clus- 
tered in that shriveled, flower- 
like, seed head. Scientists are 
working on a system to separate 
individual seeds and coat them 
with plastic. But that is post-war 
planning. Until then, figure on 
thinning when the true leaves are 
1% to two inches high, to about 
2% inches apart. If you plan on 
transplanting, work extra careful- 
ly. Possibly with the help of a 
small stick like a “tongue depres- 
sor” or an old butter knffe, loosen 
the soil next tc the seedlings so 
that you can lift out the “trans- 
plants” without breaking the deli- 
cate tap root 

There is nothing like a small 
dibble for success in this sort of 
transplanting. That is just an 
amusing name for a straight 
stick, in this case of about pencil 
thickness, with a pointed end. 
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Press it into the soil to make a 
hole deep enough so the roots 
can go straight down. You can 
hold the plant between the thumb 
and forefinger of your left hand 
while your right hand presses 
the soil lightly but firmly around 
the lower roots and on up. 
Here’s another case where a 
liquid meal wil! add to your 
“green thumb” reputation. Use 
a tablespoon of Victory Garden 
Fertilizer to a quart of water and 
pour a scant half cup of the li- 
quid on the soi! around the roots 
of each little transplant before 
you do the final job of pulling 
the soil up around the stem. It 
is better if the meal has a chance 
to soil jn before the fina] pull- 
up, so I do all the feeding and 
then stand up and rest my back 
by using a hoe for the last hill- 
ing.

NEW YORK, Thurdays. 
EMOVAL of the curfew and 
the racing ban, with the prom- 
ise also that reconversion will 

begin in certain industries and 
that holders of “A” cards may get 
a little more gasoline in the fu- 
ture, are naturally accepted by ev- 
eryone as tangible proofs that part 
of the war burden is being eased. 
It must not make us feel for one 
minute, however, that the necessi- 
ty for an all-out war effort is any 
less than it was before the war 


ended in Europe. 
Peace cannot be Jasting unless 


we accept our responsibilities 
toward the peoples in Europe and 
Asia. We have chosen the path 
of understanding and co-operation 
between nations to bring about a 
lasting peace. That really means 
that we must understand our fel- 
low human beings throughout the 
world and must feel a constant 
responsibility toward them. 

I have a long letter today tell- 
ing about conditions in India and 
the need for outsfde aid. An or- 
ganization has been formed, and 
the Quakers are dispensing dried 
milk, medical supplies and diet- 
supplementary drugs which are 
shipped from here at Indian Gov- 
ernment expense. This was begun 
last year at the request of the 
President’s war relief control 
board upon the recommendation 
of the American mission in New 
Delhi, 

Their first contributions came 
from the big labor groups in this 
country and from Gov. Richard 
Casey of Bengal. Now they must 
appeal to the people of this coun- 
try to give month by month what 
they feel are the absolute necessi- 
ties for the people of India. I 
hope that loca] community chests 
throughout our country will be 
asked to give grants out of their 
collections, in this way represent- 
ing the whole people of our com- 
munities, 

India seems yery far away, but 
that sense of distance is just what 
we must somehow surmount in 
our thinking. Many of our men 
are fighting in India today and 
will come home and tell us of

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the people there and their diffi- 
culties. Very few of us here have 
any conception of the problems 
which the people of India face in 
the development of unity in their 
nation, nor do we understand what 
problems the British Government 
and the people of India will 
eventually have to work out. The 
more we know, the more helpful 
we can be, and as our men come 
home from there they can tell us 
many things. 

I have received a number of 
notices that people have given 
blod donations, at Red Cross cen- 


ters, in memory of my husband. . 


I am very grateful for this, and

blood donor centers are going to 
be closed, since the armed forces 
will not need quite as Jarge a 
supply.

East made his highly aggressive 
double because he felt that if the 
opponents had stopped at their 
precise limit, East-West would get 
few match-points. 


West, assuming that his partner 
wanted a lead through one of the 
suits named by North, opened the 
spade deuce. Dummy ducked; 
East won with the queen and 
shifted to the diamond queen, De- 
clarer won, cashed the spade jack, 
then collected three more spade 
tricks, two hearts and one more 
diamond, fulfilling the contract. 

In many instances the double of 
three no-trump calls for the lead 
of a suit previously bid by dummy 
—but this can scarcely be the case 
when the leader himself has 
length, regardless of strength, in 
that suit! In this case West had 
four spades and North had bid 
the suit. Presumably, South would 
not have gone into no-trump with 
a void in spades. Thus, all the 
evidence was to the effect that 
East could not be long in spades 
and therefore could not want that 
lead.
